Boatmen, whether' their 
equipment is a modest sized 
outboard or a large inboard, 
should mentally prepare 
themselves to ".cope, .with 
emergencies. •• * 

Careful reference to charts 
in strange waters, coupled 
with a sharp lookout and 
reasonable caution will pre- 
vent most contact with sub- 
merged or floating objects. 
However, even the most skill- 
ed boat handler may steer 
into a hidden rock, water- 
logged railroad tie, or a boat 
may split a seam. 

.If hull damage should oc- 
cur don't' panic. It's a rare 
instance'when calm, methodi- 
cal but prompt action won't 
prevent loss of the boat or 
further damage to the hull. 

Every boat should be fitted 
with some means to remove 
water. An empty coffee tin, 
a bait pail or a small port- 
able hand pump will suffice 
on a small boat. Larger 
boats should be equipped 
with both ah electric bilge 
pump or pumps and a good 
manual pump as a standby in 
event of power failure. 

A shift of weight may re- 
duce or stop the intake of 
water. For example, if a 
hole has been knocked in 
the bottom of a boat near the 
bow, moving passengers and 
heavy gear to the stern may 
lift this area free of the 
water. 

A section of mooring line 
driven in a split plank with a 
screwdriver will often be all 
that is needed to plug the 
leak. 

Don't wedge life jackets or 
cushions into the damaged 
area. It's better to use an 
article of clothing, blanket or 
a chunk of your ...avy boat 
top and keep the life saving 
equipment handy in the cock- 
pit should all damage con- 
trol measures fail. 

Reducing or .increasing 
boat speed may hove an ef- 
fect on the flow of water 
through the damaged area. 
Check this and regulate your 
boat speed accordingly. 

Make decisions hurriedly 
but- think them through care- 
fully. If you find you must 



beach your boat, try to ana- 
lyze how, long you can keep, 
it running and afloat, then 
beach it where it will be most 
protected and. easiest to sal-
